To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
1969,  the  year  previous  to  my  appointment  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  twenty -third  since  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Divisional  Health  Administration  scheme. 

Under  the  Divisonal  Health  Scheme  your  Medical 
Officer  is  also  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West 
Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services.  The  present 
Divisional  Unit  was  formed  from  the  former  Brighouse  and 
Todmorden  Divisions,  your  Medical  Officer  having  similar 
functions  and  responsibilities  in  the  other  seven  districts  in 
the  combined  area. 

The  vital  statistics  make  generally  satisfactory  reading, 
there  being  a total  of  161  live  births  and  no  stillbirths.  This 
represents  a birth  rate  of  18.3  per  thousand  population  and 
is  an  increase  on  the  figure  of  15.0  per  thousand  for  1968. 
Against  this,  however,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  from  3 in  1968  to  7 in 
1 969,  and  an  increase  of  9 illegitimate  births  over  the  figures 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  showed  a welcome  drop  particularly 
when  it  is  recalled  that  the  influenza  epidemic  had  already 
begun  to  take  its  toll  in  the  last  month  of  the  year.  The 
main  causes  of  death  continue  to  be  diseases  of  the  heart 
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and  circulation,  and  cerebro-vascular  disease,  but  there 
was  a noticeable  rise  in  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  from  1 in 
1968  to  5 in  1969. 

Turning  now  to  infectious  diseases  there  were  4 cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  received  during  the  year  but  no 
other  notifications.  In  particular  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the 
success  of  the  measles  vaccination  campaign  but  this 
encouraging  picture  will  depend  on  an  active  and  continuing 
vaccination  policy,  as  part  of  routine  immunisation,  to 
protect  the  susceptible  child  population.  It  is  likewise 
pleasing,  and  of  interest,  to  report  that  no  notifications  of 
food  poisoning  or  dysentery  occurred.  These  conditions 
continue  to  be  troublesome  in  all  areas  from  time  to  time 
but  with  prompt  notification,  investigation  and  follow  up, 
the  outbreaks  can  be  reduced  to  a minimum. 

With  regard  to  immunisation  procedures,  the  revised 
immunisation  schedules  under  the  West  Riding  Computer 
Scheme  introduced  in  April,  1968,  means  that  primary 
immunisation  courses  are  now  completed  at  the  age  of  14 
months  instead  of  6 months  as  previously.  In  the  initial 
period  of  transition  there  was  an  apparent  fall  in  the  number 
of  courses  completed  during  the  year.  However,  it  is  con- 
fidently expected  that  the  benefit  of  the  new  procedure  will 
be  demonstrated  in  subsequent  years,  by  significant  raising 
of  the  percentage  of  children  completing  the  full  primary 
course. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  new  Health  Centre  in 
Mytholmroyd  was  opened  in  April,  1969,  and  provides  a 
combined  accommodation  unit  for  general  practitioners  and 
local  health  authority  services  with  consequent  convenience 
to  the  public  and  a closer  working  relationship  between  these 
two  branches  of  the  health  services.  The  premises  in  New 
Read,  Hebden  Bridge,  adjoining  the  group  practice,  were 
adapted  during  the  year  and  became  operational  for  clinic 
services  during  July. 

The  rapid  growth  in  the  demand  for  care  and  play 
facilities  for  pre-school  children  in  recent  years  makes  it 
increasingly  important  to  be  assured  that  the  standards  of 
care  are  of  a satisfactory  order.  New  regulations  covering 
the  inspection  and  registration  of  Child  Minders  and  Day 
Nurseries  were  introduced  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year 
and  are  designed  to  impose  levels  of  supervision  and  care 
as  well  as  providing  a stimulating  environment  for  the 
children. 
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Towards  the  other  end  of  the  age  span  supervision  of 
the  elderly  in  their  homes  by  means  of  the  Warden  Services 
continued  to  play  an  important  role  in  caring  for  our  seniot 
citizens.  There  were  four  such  schemes  in  the  Hebden 
Royd  area  in  1969,  one  supervising  a group  of  old  persons' 
flats,  two  visiting  selected  cases  in  private  houses  in  Hebden 
Bridge,  and  one  likewise  employed  in  Mytholmroyd.  This 
care  of  the  elderly  was  further  augmented  by  the  Meals  on 
Wheels  scheme  and  the  Luncheon  Club  organised  by  the 
Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  and  providing  a valuable 
and  much  appreciated  service. 

The  County  Council’s  chiropody  scheme  arranged  for 
488  patients  to  receive  2218  treatments  in  the  clinics  and  a 
further  258  patients  who  were  unable  to  attend  received  1406 
treatments  at  home. 

In  the  course  of  routine  milk  sampling,  in  one  case  only 
was  there  a positive  culture  of  Brucella  organisms.  This  is 
particularly  pleasing  since,  although  the  incidence  of 
brucellosis  in  human  beings  has  not  been  clearly  established, 
it  is  a condition  which  can  cause  a considerable  degree  of  ill 
health.  Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  avoidance 
of  contamination  of  milk  supplies  by  the  introduction  of  a 
test  to  ensure  that  traces  of  antibiotics  are  not  present. 

Routine  sampling  of  private  water  supplies  continued 
and  in  three  cases  pollution  was  identified  and  the  problem 
remedied. 

Clearance  of  unfit  houses  continued,  representations 
being  made  in  respect  of  a further  three  areas  totalling  23 
houses  Representations  of  individually  unfit  houses  num- 
bered 31.  The  Council  continued  to  encourage  the  improve- 
ment of  older  properties  by  means  of  grant  aid  and  approval 
to  applications  was  given  in  cases.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  1969  Housing  Act  basis  modern 
amenities  will  be  supplied  in  an  increasing  number  to  these 
houses  which,  although  old,  are  structurally  sound  and  suit- 
able for  improvement. 

Finally,  may  I express  on  behalf  of  the  department, 
gratitude  for  the  understanding  and  courtesy  of  the  members 
of  the  Council  and  to  thank  Mr.  Tindall,  the  Chief  Ptiblic 
Health  Inspector,  for  his  kind  assistance  and  co-operation 
at  all  times.

Section  II 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES 


A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hebden  Royd  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hospitals 
under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage- 
ment Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included  in  the 
group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary,  St.  John’s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick), 
Northowram  Hall  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  Todmor- 
den  Fielden  Hospital  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  View 
Hospital  for  mentally  sub-normal  patients. 

Maternity  Beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General 
Hospital.  Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases, 
mothers  expecting  their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatis- 
factory home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e  g..  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Ortho- 
paedic Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.),  outside  the 
Halifax  area  are  available  when  required;  they  are  situated 
in  various  parts  of  the  so-called  “ Leeds  Hospital  Region  ” 
which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three  Ridings. 

B.  Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  Todmorden  Depot 
covers  Hebden  Bridge  but  not  Mytholmroyd,  which  is  covered 
by  the  Halifax  Corporation  Ambulance  Service  under  an 
agency  agreement  for  hospital  admissions.  For  other  work 
arrangements  are  made  through  the  W.R.C.C.  Brighouse 
Ambulance  Depot. 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  central  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford  and 
by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds.  There 
are  also  facilities  for  the  examination  of  clinical  specimens, 
including  cervical  smears,  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti -Toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  avail- 
able at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax 
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Infirmary  for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them. 
By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies 
of  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of  reagents 
for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also 
available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have 
undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West  Riding  County  Coun- 
cil’s schemes  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis  and  measles 
vaccines  are  also  issued,  in  accordance  with  approved 
arrangements. 


Section  HI 

W.R.C.C.  PREVENTIVE  HEALTH  SERVICES 

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

During  the  year  both  Clinics  were  moved,  at  Mytholm- 
royd  on  April  7th,  1969,  to  a purpose  built  Health  Centre 
where  accommodation  is  provided  for  and  shared  with  the 
local  Group  Practice  and  at  Hebden  Bridge  on  July  1st  to 
newly  adapted  premises  inter-connected  with  the  main 
premises  of  the  local  Group  Practice. 

CROFT  STREET  CLINIC,  HEBDEN  BRIDGE.  The 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  here  every  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  afternoon  with  a doctor  in  attendance  on  Wed- 
nesday afternoon  together  with  the  Health  Visitors. 

MYTHOLMROYD  HEALTH  CENTRE,  THRUSH 
HILL  ROAD.  The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Mytholmroyd 
is  held  here  on  Wednesday  afternoons  with  a doctor  in 
attendance  on  alternate  weeks.

PROVISION  OF  WELFARE  FOODS,  ETC. 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice,  etc., 
are  distributed  at  the  Centre  and  a variety  of  brands  of  dried 
milk  and  other  infant  foods  are  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  for  the  convenience  of  mothers. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Special  equipment  is  available  for  use  in  the  homes  in 
cases  requiring  it.  Portable  incubators  are  available  at  both 
the  Halifax  and  Todmorden  Ambulance  Stations  should  it 
be  necessary  to  transfer  a premature  infant  to  hospital. 

PROVISION  OF  MATERNITY  OUTFITS 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  con- 
finement in  their  own  homes. 

C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 
MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  employ  two  full-time 
midwives  in  the  Hebden  Royd  area.  One  nurse  is 
responsible  for  the  work  in  the  Hebden  Bridge  and 
Hepton  districts;  the  other  nurse’s  area  covers  Mytholm- 
royd  and  part  of  Sowerby  Bridge  Urban  District.

ANALGESIA 


The  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  trilene 
and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  neces- 
sary equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers 
desiring  it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

There  are  two  full-time  Home  Nurses  working  in  the 
Hebden  Royd  Urban  District. 

D.  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those 
of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children  and  persons 
(including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/or  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the 
home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
Infection. 
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E.  Home  Helps 

The  recruitment  of  suitable  women  to  be  Home  Helps 
again  proved  to  be  difficult.  During  1969  108  cases  were 
attended  by  Home  Helps,  and  the  total  number  of  hours 
worked  was  11,045,  as  compared  with  10,456  hours  the 
previous  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
“ where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

Of  the  108  cases  attended  in  1969,  Home  Helps  were 
provided  for  the  following  reasons: — 107  aged  and  chronic 
sick,  1 maternity. 

F,  Care  and  After  Care 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after 
care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness 
or  sub -normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

A full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in 
the  division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinics  at  the  Royal 
Halifax  Infirmary,  and  has  helped  to  forge  a valuable  link 
with  the  hospital  service.  She  is  also  responsible  for  visiting 
patients  at  home  and  helps  to  trace  and  supervise  their  con- 
tacts. In  1969  visits  were  paid  to  87  households  in  the 
division.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twentieth  annual 
report  as  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Cleansing 
Superintendent. 

The  number  of  dwellinghouses  in  the  area  again  shows 
a nett  increase,  new  building  being  fairly  equally  divided 
between  the  local  authority  and  private  builders. 

During  the  year  consultation  took  place  between  the 
Council  and  the  Calderdale  Water  Board  with  a view  to  an 
extension  of  the  main  to  supply  properties  at  Bloomergate 
and  Ewood.  By  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  had 
reached  an  advanced  stage  and  there  are  good  grounds  for 
hoping  that  this  scheme  will  proceed  subject  to  grants 
being  obtained. 

Due  to  withdrawal  of  facilities  for  the  hiring  of  a gully 
emptying  machine  from  the  Todmorden  Corporation,  diffi- 
culties were  experienced  in  the  cleansing  of  street  gullies 
and  the  de- sludging  of  septic  tanks.  The  Council  therefore 
dcided  to  purchase  a dual-purpose  machine  and  to  operate 
a free  service  for  the  de- sludging  of  septic  tanks  when  the 
new  vehicle  is  obtained  in  1970. 
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There  still  remain  some  546  houses  without  separate 
toilet  facilities,  which  is  14%  of  all  houses  in  the  district, 
This  is  a reducton  of  1%  on  the  prevous  year.  Also,  some 
29%  of  houses  have  no  bath  and  34%  have  no  wash  hand 
basin. 

I wish  to  place  on  record  the  excellent  work  carried  out 
by  all  the  staff  of  the  Department,  both  technical,  administra- 
tive and  manual. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  N.  E.  Gordon,  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  to  other  chief  officers  of  the  Council 
who  have  willingly  supplied  certain  information  from  their 
records  for  inclusion  in  this  report.

FOOD 

There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which 
is  operated  by  a firm  of  wholesale  butchers.  One  hundred 
per  cent,  inspection  of  all  animals  killed  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year  with  a 10%  drop  i’n  throughput.  Once 
again  there  were  no  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  only  three 
cases  of  localised  cysticerosis  were  found. 

One  ice  cream  factory  in  the  district  has  been  causing 
some  concern  during  the  year.  This  business  has  been 
acquired  by  Italians  whose  knowledge  of  ice  cream  manu- 
facture and  food  hygiene  appeared  to  be  nil,  and  has 
necessitated  a continuous  process  of  education  and  frequent 
inspection. 

Most  of  the  milk  retailed  in  this  district  is  farm  bottled 
by  producer-retailers  and  is  of  excellent  quality.  Only  one 
cow  was  found  to  be  excreting  the  organisms 'of  Brucella 
Abortus  in  its  milk  and  this  animal  was  removed  from  the 
herd.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A municipal  dustbin  scheme  was  introduced  through- 
out the  district  on  the  1st  April,  1969.  Under  this  scheme 
the  Council  undertake  to  provide  and  maintain  dustbins  for 
domestic  refuse  as  a rate -borne  service.  This  will  eliminate 
a great  deal  of  accounting  work  in  the  offices  of  both  the 
Health  and  Treasurer’s  departments,  and  is  a first  step 
towards  introduction  of  a paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collec- 
tion which  it  is  hoped  to  commence  in  part  of  the  district 
next  year. 

Difficulty  in  recruiting  staff  continued  throughout  the 
year.  Collection  schedules  were  maintained,  but,  in  order  to 
keep  the  vehicles  fully  manned,  baling  and  disposal  of  waste 
paper  suffered  badly  with  the  result  that  output  was  down 
by  over  100  tons. 

A new  “Ramifies  ” 25  cu.  yard  continuous  loading 
vehicle  was  put  into  service  in  December  which  wifi  help  to 

speed  up  collection  and  reduce  the  number  of  journeys  to 
tip.
